WASHINGTON, May 25.—More 
evidence than that disclosed in the 
British official statement of the close 
connection between the Irish Sinn 
Fein and German influence is in the 
hands of the British and American 
Governments, it was. stated offi- 
cially here today. Arrests are to be 
made soon in this country and pos- 
sibly additional arrests in Ireland. 

Department of Justice officials to- 
day pointed to the disappearance of 
Jeremiah O'Leary, an Irish-Ameri- 
can, 
on charges of publishing seditious 
matter, as a strong indication that 
O'Leary and others are informed of 
other charges which might be 
brought against them.

LONDON, May 25.—Germany’s ef- 
forts to foment revolution in Ire- 
land with the aid of the Sinn Fein 
are laid bare in a statement from 
the Official Press Bureau, reviewing 
this phase of the Irish political sit- 
uation since the beginning of the 
War. 

After 
Easter week, 
for a revolt in 1917, but this miscar- j 
ried because of America’s entry into 
the war and Germany's inability to 
send troops to Ireland. An uprising 
in Ireland was planned for this year 
after the German offensive in the 
West had been successful and when 
Great Britain presumably would be 
stripped of troops. 

Concerning the recent arrests in 
Ireland, the statement says that facts 
and documents, for obvious reasons, 
cannot be disclosed at this time nor 
can the means of communication be- 
tween Germany and Ireland. 

One phase of every plan called for 
the establishment of submarine bases 
in Ireland. In the present circum- 
stances, it ts added, no other course 
was open to the Government, “if use- 
less bloodshed was to be avoided and 
its duties to its allies fulfilled but tu 
intern the authors and abettors of 
this criminal intrigue.” 

Statement From Press Bureau. 

The statement from the press du- 
reau follows: 

“The revolutionary movement in 
Ireland, which culminated in the ar- 
rest of a considerable number of per- 
sons last week, consisted of two 
closely related series of activities: 
A—Attempts by the German Govern- 
ment to foment rebellion in Irelanc, 
and, B—Preparations made in Ire- 
land to carry these attempts into ac- 
tion. The story of the active con- 
nection between the leaders of the 
Sinn Fein movement and the Ger- 
mans, as disclosed by documents inf 
possession of the’ British Govern- 
ment, falls into two parts, the period 
prior to and period since the abor- 
tive Irish rebellion of Easter, 1916. 

“The events of the first period can 
be told in some detail, but the sec- 
ond period, which concerns recent 
events permits of no more than & 
summary as a full statement on the 
facts and documents in possession of 
the Government would disclose the 
names of persons who stood by the 
Government and also the channeis 
of communication through which the 
German Government was acting and 
which it would not be in the public 
interest to reveal at present. 

“On March 26 Von Jagow replied 
that the arms would be sent and 
that a special code word would be 
“sap every night as the introduction 
to the German wireless press service. 
In a message from Von Bernstorff to 
Berlin, the Germans were assured 
that there were numerous private 
wireless receiving stations in Ireland. 

“On April 18 and April 19 urgent 
Iressages were sent from America to 
Berlin fixing the delivery of arms 
for the evening of Easter Sunday, 
Pressing for the landing of German 
troops and asking for an air raid on 
England and naval attack on the En- 
glish coast. These attacks actually 
took place between April 24 and 26.

AMERICAN FIGHTS 4 GERMAN 
PLANES, SHOOTS ONE DOWN 


Lieut. Edward Buford Jr. of Nash- 
ville Shakes Off Remaining Ad- 
versaries When Gun Jams.

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE, Friday, May 24.— 
Lieut. Edward Buford Jr. of Nash- 
ville, Tenn., today was Officially cred- 
ited with shooting down a German 
airplane over St. Mihiel on May 22. 

Buford, while patrolling, encount- 
ered two German pursuit planes. He 
attacked one of the Germans, which 
tried to lead him into the fire from 
the other. Suddenly Buford looked 
up and saw two Germans diving at 
the same time, and when he came up 
one enemy plane was in front of him. 
Buford began firing with. his ma- 
chine gun and his adversary disap- 
peared in a nose dive. 

A few minutes later Lieut. Buford 
got behind two of the remaining 
three machines and opened fire, but 
his machine gun jammed. Unable to 
use his weapon he started a series of 
successful dives and turns and shook 
off the enemy planes.

“There were no casualties among 
the crew, but of the American troops 
on board 53, up to the present, have 
not been accounted for. It is feared 
they were killed in. one compart- 
ment by the explosion.” 

The Moldavia was torpedoed with- 
out warning. It was a moonlight 
night and although a good lookout 
was kept the attacking submarine 
was not sighted before the torpedo 
struck. 

Most of the men aboard were in 
their hammocks when the explosion 
occurred amidships. The sailors and 
soldiers alike showed no panic. They 
fell calmly into line and awaited 
orders. When it was seen that the 
Moldavia was settling down, all on 
board were taken off by the escort- 
ing ships. 

The men lost all of their belong- 
ings, but were supplied with new 
clothing at the different naval ports 
where they were taken. It is’ be- 
lieved that the American soldiers 
missing from the Moldavia were 
sleeping on the bottom deck ana 
were overtaken by the great inrugh 
of water after the explosion. when 
they were tr:ing to reach the main 
deck. It also is presumed that some 
of the ladders were destroyed. 

The vessel was struck below the 
bridge. She steamed ahead for some 
time after bciny «truck, and at first 
it..was hoped that her watertight 
cOmpartments would enable her tv 
reach port. 

Survivors agree that the Moldavia 
was torpedoed and not mined. One 
seaman said: “We were proceeding 
up the channel bound for an English 
port early Thursday morning.

WASHINGTON, May 25.—A reply 
by Theodore Roosevelt to Postmas- 
ter-General Burleson today, in their 
controversy over alleged discrimina- 
tion by the Postoffice Department 
in treatment of publications, pre- 
sented to the Senate by Senator 
Poindexter of Washington, charged 
that the administration had played 
for and against different newspapers 
and magazines and that President 
Wilson was directly responsible. 

The administration, Roosevelt de- 
clared, has condoned the anti-ally 
attitude of certain publications, 
among them the Hearst newspapers, 
while embarrassing those that have 
made honest criticism of the conduct 
of the war. 

“Since the war began,’”’ said Col. 
Roosevelt, “the administration has 
used the very great powers of the 
Government over the public press 
to stifle honest criticism of Govern- 
mental inefficiency or misconduct 
while condoning (which necessarily 
means encouraging) pro-German, 
anti-ally and other anti-American 
agitation in certain powerful papers 
which defended this inefficiency and 
misconduct; and it has sought from 
Congress a great addition to the al- 
ready existing power it has thus 
misused. I believe that the first ar- 
ticle of the constitution guarantees 
the right of the people to criticize 
truthfully the conduct of their public 
servants, and that this right cannot 
be taken away by any law. 

“Danger in Speaking Truth.” 

“During the past year the action 
of the administration, taken largely 
through the Postoffice Department, 
has been such as to render it a 
matter of some danger for any man 
and especially any newspaper to 
speak the truth, if that truth be 
unpleasant to the Governmental au- 
thorities at Washington. The effect 
of this attitude has been very mark- 
ed politically. Such coercive power 
tends to make upright men, even 
although they are strong men, cau- 
tious about telling truths which 
ought to be told. It forces weak men 
to praise the administration whether 
it does well or ill. It invites unscru- 
pulous men who desire to serve 
Germany, to gain license to do so 
and to secure advantages by praising 
the administration, especially when 
it ‘has acted wrongfully or ineffi- 
ciently and by supporting it politi- 
cally. 

Political Support Charged. 

“There are cases where all com- 
petent and honest observers are mor- 
ally certain that political support 
has been given and is now being 
given to the administration by vari-

ANY variations of the Red 
Cross uniform were noted 
among the several thou- 

sand women.who appeared in

The plain white-winged caps 
are worn by those engaged 
in preparing surgical dressings.

; Allies, With Unity of Com- 


mand, Are Ready for 
Struggle, Premier Declares 
in Address at Edinburgh. 


“PRAISES FOCH 


AS A STRATEGIST 


“Peace Talk of Prussians Is 
Insincere; They Would 
End War Only When Bas- 

- ket Will Hold No More.” 


EDINBURGH, May 25.—In his 
address here yesterday in which he 
declared that allied shipbuilding had 
caught up with U-boat. sinkings, 
Premier Lloyd George said the allies 
were on the eve of a great German 
attack and that those who knew best 
what the prospects were felt most 
confident about the result. He said 
he felt happier than at any time dur- 
ing the war over the prospects of 
making the most effective use of the 
entire forces of the alliance. He had 
tried repeatedly to achieve unity of 
command,-and now that: had been 
accomplished. It was really incred- 
ible that for months the Government 
had to fight every inch of the way 
to unity of direction against potent 
influences. .But unity now wasa 
fact and it‘had added mightily to 
the strength of the allfes. The com- 
mander of the allied armies. Gen. 
Foch, was one of the most brilliant 
of war strategists. 

“He is a man of dynamic energy 
and profound Knowledge and expe- 
rience,’’ said the Premier, ‘“com- 
manding the respect, admiration, 
confidence and affection of the al- 
lied soldiers of every army.” 

The Premier said the allies were 
approaching the greatest battle that 
was ever fought and upon which de- 
pended greater consequences for the 
human race than any other battle in 
the world’s history. He was glad to 
think the allies had as head for the 
forces of freedom a man of Gen. 
Foch’s commanding genius. 

“For the next few weeks will be 
arace between Hindenburg and 
President Wilson,” safd Lloyd George 
“and the Germans are _ straining 
every muscle to reach the goal first 
on the eve of American help becom- 
ing available for the allies. 

Fierce Struggle With Confidence. 

“This is not a time to organize 
campaigns to harass men fn charge 
of the destinies of the nation. There 
ought to be a truce from all those 
maneuvers, at any rate until this 
great offensive is over.. Everything 
must be done to keep up the spirits 
and the moral determination and 
unity of the people as long as this 
struggle contimues. 

“As we are approaching what may 
be the decisive struggle of the war, 
it is encouraging to know that we 
are entering it with a good heart and 
a clear conscience. 

“Had I thought that by any safe 
or honorable medns we could either 
have averted this struggle from the 
start or brought it to an earlier term- 
ination, I should feel at this moment 
not merely burdened down with 
anxiety, but weighted down with 
guilt. 

“IT can honestly say that the Goy- 
ernment has neglected no possible 
means for finding out whether there 
was any honorable outlet to this war 
—of its horrors and tragedies.” 

“There are two types of extrem- 
ists,’ Lloyd George continued. “The 
extremist who is trying for peace 
when there is no peace is not a real 
friend of peace, but an enemy of 
peace. He is an encouragement to 
the enemy and depresses his friends. 
Then there is the war extremist who 
regards every thought of making 
peace as if it were treason to the 
state. tut the path of sanity and 
safety which a Government ought to 
tread is between those two extremes. 

“There are men who have paid too 
much heed to the speeches of states- 
men of the Central Powers. To all 
appearances they are reasonable 
speeches and a good many people in 
this and other countries have asked: 
‘Why don’t we respond to these ap- 
peals?’ é 

Prussians Want Full Basket. 

“We did: answer and the moment 
we answered the response came from 
the German cannon. Why? It was 
not because the German and Austri- 
an statesmen were deliberately de- 
ceiving us. That is not the charge. 
It was because they did not in the 
least understand in those countries 
how they were used by their military 
chieftains. 

“When it served their purpose they 
were mere puppets. When it suited 
the purpose of the military chief- 
tains, they were allowed to let loose 
their peace cylinders, when the wind 
was favorable in the direction of the 
allies, to poison the atmosphere, but 
there was other business to be done 
and that was where the military 
chieftains came in. 

“We are dealing with a ruthless 
Prussian despotism that is out for 
plunder, loot and pillage. Treaties 
restrain them just as little today as 
in the day of Belgium. They do not 
intend to bring the war to an end 
until their basket is as full as it can 

hold.” 

“During the 18 months I have been 
at the head of affairs I have had no 
party organization behind me to de- 
fend or advise my public record. I 
have neither the time nor the inclia- 
ation for either. 

“No mere intrigue or cabal could 
Place at the head as jef director 
of the British Empire and maintain 
him for 18 months an ordinary man 
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influence or special influence and 
with no party organization behind 
him. I was put there by the will of 
the people of this country to do my 
best to win the war, and as long as 
I continue to domy best I feel sure 
that I shall have behind me men of 
all parties and creeds who place the 
honor of their native land above the 
triumph of any one faction.” 

In an address at a luncheon, after 
referring to the recent arrests of Sinn 
Fein leaders and the charges of Ger- 
man intrigue in Ireland, the Premier 
said: 

“Let me make one point clear. The 
Irish Nationalist leaders had nothing 
to do with it. They were not even 
cognizant of it. Of that I am con- 
vinced from the evidence. I am, 
therefore, not in the least surprised 
at the doubts they expressed as to its 
existence. 

“I do not despair of Irishmen real- 
izing soon that they are not doing 
well for the credit of their great race 
to stand out in this struggle. Op- 
portunity will be afforded them to 
come forward of their own accord 
and I am hopeful that the response 
will be worthy the best and highest 
traditions of their race.” 

The Premier's words here evoked 
loud applause. 

After referring to the brilliant 
achievements of a Scottish division 
in the recent battle, he said he wished 
he could say the same of Ireland. 

“The Irishmen fought as they al- 
ways did when in danger, but the 
vast majority of the manhood of Ire- 
land unfortunately held aloof,’ he 
said.

ERY early on Thursday morning, the 20th 

of August, a date I am not likely to forget, 

I was awakened by loud knocks, and slip-

and there stood poor Gustave, weary, haggard, 
frightened, intensely neglige, looking as though 
he had not been to bed at all—as, indeed, he had 
mot.

The poor soul was relieved, but 
shook her head and said, in the French she 
translated out of her Flemish mentality: 

‘Mais c’est tout de meme triste.’”’ (But it’s 
too bad, all the same.) 

XY told the honest Gustave, too, and he shook 
another hard Flemish head and summed up, I | 
think, in a phrase, the common thought of all 
Brussels that morning, when he said ruefully: 

“I thought that the English and the French 
were coming to help us.” 


All morning, in ever-increasing crowds the 
poor peasants tramped into the. city, bearing | 
their pitiable possessions in bags, bundles, some | 
of them in Belgian carts drawn by dogs.

One by one the bright Belgian 
flags were coming down from the white facades 
along the Rue Belliard, where they had flamed 
in the sun for the last fortnight, and only on 
the Brazilian, the Chilean and the American le- 
gations were the flags left flying. The. persiennes 
were drawn at all the windows; the old Quartier 
Leopold looked like a city of the dead. 

Then of a sudden I saw Villalobars car com- 
ing down the Rue de Treves, his chauffeur in 
his red-and-green livery, his red-and-yellow flag 
flying, and I ran down to meet him, seizing my 
hat and stick as I went. The Marquis was as 
excited as a boy.

There were Germans of all the familiar type— 
thick necks and flattened occiputs, low fore- 
heads and yellow hair shaved closely, like con- 
victs; stolid, indifferent faces, with no ray of 
mirth or humor, but now and then pale blue 
eyes gazing through spectacles, the familiar stu- 
Their squat spiked helmets were 
covered with cloth of that same greenish gray 
of the uniform. Every bit of metal on the 
uniform indeed was covered, and in most in- 
stances the numbers on their shoulders were 
similarly concealed. They were all young men, 
strong, with long backs and short, stout legs, 
hard thews and sinews, and all individuality, all 
initiative had been drilled out of them; they 
plodded on with the dumb docility of fatalism, 
and their officers, across the vast gulf that mili- 
tarism places between officers and men, were as 
contemptuous of them as they were of the awed 
crowds along the sidewalks. 

Cavalry, infantry and artillery went by. Each 
segiment of infantry was supported by a troop 
of cavalry, and followed by a battery, forming 
integrally, a unit. The infantry, trudging along, 
suddenly whistling to the tune that brought back 
instantly the memory of happy summers at home 
—'‘‘Every Little Movement Has a Meaning All Its 
Own” — though to them, of course, it was 
‘‘Madame Sherry,’ heard in Germany. Oth- 
ers sang the Austrian national hymn, and there 
was one company that sang something from 
‘‘Lohengrin.” And how they sang! Efficiency, 
drill, discipline here but too apparent, for they 
sang all the parts like a Maennerchor, as though 
they had been trained, as no doubt they had. 

Long lines of cannon, field pieces rumbling 
by until we were weary of it. Then a long line of 
inverted steel pontoons, the mud of the Meuse 
still clinging to their bottoms. Then the com- 
missariat, cook stoves with fires burning and 
smoke coming from the squat stacks, and soup 
simmering in the great kettles. Then regiments 
of hussars with black-and-white pennants and 
ammunition wagons innumerable. 


A Parade of Savagery 


And now and then, suddenly, far downthe 
boulevard, we would hear the crash othe music 
of a military band, high, shrill, with the fierce, 
screaming notes, the horrid clang of mammoth 
brass cymbals, not music, but noise of a calcu- 
lated savagery, to strike terror.

It became terrible, oppressive, unendurable,

Information for Referendum Signers. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Two or three news items in the Post- 
Dispatch relative to the activity of the 
Citizens’ Referendum League have raised 
two questions which I wish to answer in 
order that the citizen who is asked to sign 
a petition for a referendum on the U. R. 
“compromise” ordinance may not-be in- 
fiuenced by anything except the merits of 
the referendum itself. These questions 
were doubtless thoughtlessly raised, as the 
charter provisions are very clear upon 
these points. 

The first: Is a resolution by the Board of 
Aldermen necessary to bring about a spe-. 
cial election upon a referéndum? No. The 
Board of Election Commissioners désitg- 
nates the day and submits to the Board of 
Aldermen an estimate of the expense; the 
Mayor and Board of Aldermen must ap- 
propriate the amount estimated. 

The second: If 12 per cent of the num- 
ber of registered voters sign a referenduni 
petition, does that fact necessitate a spe- 
ttal election? No. Whether the petition is 
élgned by 7 per cent, 12 per cent or 50 per 
vent, the referendum will be at the general 
election, provided that a general election 
in to be held not less than 30 nor more 
than 90 days from the date upon which 
the (Clerk certifies that the Board of Alder- 
ten has failed to reject the ordinance. 
Whe petitioners cannot demand a special 
election under any circumstances. To de- 
termine whether a special election will be 
Reld in every case is impossible. There are 
eight specific procedures required by the 
eharter, and the time limit allowed for 
Same runs from “forthwith” to “30 days.” 
However, if action were taken upon any of 
them sooner than the limit allowed, that 
would change the date of the Clerk's cer- 
tificate, which, in turn, might bring the 
referendum within or out of the “not less 
than 30 nor more than 90 days’ above 
mentioned. 

In the case of the present referendum

I arrive at this date by allowing the full 
time limit for each step required to be 
taken. The earliest possible date for an 
election would be Aug. 28 and the latest 
Oct. 26. As no general election will be 
held between these dates, the question 
arises, when wrfll the referendum be had? 
That cannot be answered now. It can 
only be answered when the Election Board 
counts the names. IF the petition con- 
tains more than 7 per cent and less than 
12 per cent, the matter will go over until 
the first general election; but IF the peti- 
tion contains 12 per cent (or more), etc., 
referendum mustbe held not later than 
Oct. 26. ‘This is why the Citizens’ Refer- 
endum League wants to “go over the top” 
with 12 per cent—we want this question 
Settied on its own merits, at a time when 
there can be no swapping of votes—at a 
special election. Fortunately. we can get 
the special election just at this time, be- 
cause the ordinance was approved at a 
time that will permit it. 

We are spending thousands of lives and 
billions of wealth to carry the torch of 
démocracy to the Old World. Let us prove 
our sincerity by having a little democracy 
Let the people say 
if the U. R. ordinance shall become law. 
To refuse to sign the petition is to deny to 
St." Louls what we say is good for every 
other place.

THE CATACOMBS OF ST. LOUIS. 

In territory which is now or will some day 
be a part of St. Louis, a beginning has already 
been made on a system of catacombs like those 
that underly many European cities. 

The system of vast extent under Paris owes its 
existence to exactly the same reason as the one 
of lesser extent here—the need for building ma- 
terials. The quarrying of Stone beneath the 
city site for the uses of ancient Paris left cham- 
bers and tunnels, just as the mining of clay for 
brick and other clay products has left chambers 
and tunnels in the outlying districts of St. Louis. 
It was once supposed that the most famous of 
all catacombs, those in the vicinity of Rome, 
came about from like operations—the extraction 
of the soft tufa rock for construction purposes. 
But the accepted view now is that they were dug 
expressly for the purpose for which they were 
used for several centuries, the burial of Chris- 
tians. 

Abandonment of the bill authorizing clay min- 
ing under Forest Park means that such enlarge- 
ment of our catacombs as is made in the future 
will not be made under city auspices and on city 
property set aside for specific objects. That the 
possibilities of the remote, if not the immediate 
future render the decision a wise one is not to 
be doubted.

ASHINGTON—iImagine 4198 army officers in 
\\ a civilian community, each saluting the 
other and all fanning the air this way and 
that, and you have Washington in war time. Some 
people have thought that this is too many for a place 
that is neither a sector in a battleline nor a canton- 
ment, but no appreciable decrease in the number has 
followed either unofficial criticism by the public or 
resolutions by Congress to ascertain what all of them 


are doing. The House satisfied itself that it is all 
right. One of the resolutions brought out that there 


are 1772 commissioned officers in the army, most of 
them here, who are not to lead troops. Presumably 
all the others have business here and cannot be spared 
to the army in France; but the civilian who comes in 
here wonders about it, and business men, who are not 
accustomed to excess help, can’t help exclaiming the 
great number of officers in some of the department 
offices, not all of them seeming to have very much on. 
One of these business men, whose plant is turning 
out supplies for the army, says thé number of officers 
sent out to keep everything humming around his 
place has at times totaled as many as 40. He can’t 
believe that they can keep out of one another’s way. 
He knows they’re pretty much all in his way. How- 
ever, the business of war is not like any other busi-’ 
ness to which any of us is accustomed, and that 
probably accounts for army officers being as thick as 
they are in some spots. The Senate wants the names 
of those in Washington, at any rate. There is a suspi- 
cion, too, that when it gets them it will uncover not a 
few favored sons. The great mass of officers in 
Washington do not want to be here. They have of- 
fered themselves for foreign service ,and can’t get 
away.

ITHIN the next few months many persons will take their 

W yearly recreation and as these vacations, in the great 

majority of cases, are spent in the country or small towns, 

where the environment is different from that of St. Louis, it is wise 

to consider what precautions may be taken against such diseases as 
typhoid fever and malaria, the two most frequently contracted. 

The greatest danger is from typhoid fever and it is a matter of 
record that the greater number of St. Louis’ typhoid cases occur 
among returned vacationists. Typhoid is contracted through germs 
inbibed in food or drink or through the agency of infected fingers, 
cups and eating utensils. . 


HE INFECTION is most frequent in drinking water from wells, 
4 cisterns or springs, or in food that is fly contaminated. The 

lack of sewer facilities, characteristic of country places and 
many small towns, and a disregard of the fly as a disease spreading 
agent—are other contributing causes. 

I would suggest that vacationists avail themselves of typhoid vac- 
cine, which is an almost positive protection against the disease, mak- 
ing the vaccinated person immune to ‘it even though the germs are 


inbibed in typhoid infected material. The serum is injected three 
times at ten-day intervals and is not a painful process, 


THER precautions include abstinence from suspected water, un- 
O less previously boiled, and doubtful food, unless thoroughly 
cooked. Everyone is urged to avoid fly-infested places and 

never to eat without first washing the hands thoroughly. 
Malaria, the other disease often contracted by vacationists, is caused 
by mosquito bites. The principal danger from mosquito infection is 


due to the failure of camping parties and those living at farm houses 
to thoroughly screen living quarters, especially sleeping quarters, for 


the malaria mosquito never bites until nightfall. 

UININE is a specific against malaria and by keeping the blood 
stream impregnated with it the parasite of malaria will be de- 
troyed even though it should gain entrance by being injected by 

an infected mosquito. A dose of from two to five grains, according to 

age, taken three times a day, or even twice a day, is a wise precaution. 

It is well to add a small quantity of red pepper, about a quarter of a 

grain for each five grains of quinine.
